nours of this Kin: zdom for the time being, ſhall think - And if any perſon 
{0 Iranſported, ſhall Return again into this Kingdom, they and every of them, 
{hall be Guiity of Hizh-Trealon; and every perſon ſo off ending, ſhall for his 
Offence be Adjudged a Traytor, and ſhall ſafltr Loſe and Forfeit, as in Cale of 
Uligh-Treaſo:, And that all and every ſuch Popiſh Arch-Biſhops, Biſhops, 
Deans, V icars-Conera!, Jeſuits, Friers, and all other Popifh Regular Clergy in this 
A Kingdom, 
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Kingdom, ſhall be fore the ſaid Firſt Day of May, Repair to the City of Us. -. 
Cork, Kingſale, Youghall, Waterford, Wexford, Gallway, or Carrickfergus, and ther: 
remain until there ſhall be conveniericy of Shipping, for their 'Tranfp. i tution 
into ſome Parts beyond Seas, and out of His Majeſty's Dominions. Every of 
them, on their firſt coming into any of the ſaid Cities and Towns, giving in the.r 
Names to the Mayor, or other Chief Magiſtrate, who 1s thereby required to 
Regiſter the ſame, and return an Account thereof to the Clerk of the Council 
within Ten days: And that the ſaid Mayor, or other Chief Magiſtrate of eacl1 
Town ; and alſo the Collector, and Surveyor of the Port, ſhall give their beſt 
Aſſiſtance in Tranſporting every ſuch Popiſh Arch-Biſhop, Biſhop, and cther 
Popiſh Regular Clergy-man. 

And further, that from, and after the I'wenty ninth day of December, One 
thouſand Six hundred Ninety ſeaven, no Popiſh Arch-Biſhop, Biſhop, Vicar- 
General, Dean, nor any other Papiſt Exerciſing any Eccleſiaſtical Juriſdiftion, 
nor Eſtabliſhed by the Laws of this Kingdom, Jeluite or Frier, ſhall come intv 
this Kingdom from any parts beyond the Seas, on pain of Twelve Months Im- 
priſonment, and then to be Iranſported in manner aforeſaid. And if any fuch 
Romiſh Eccleſiaſtical perſon 1o Tranſported, ſhall again Return into this Kin:z- 
dom, he and they ſo Offending, ſhall be Guilty ot High-Treaſon, and Sutter 
accordingly. 

And it 1s therein further EnaGted, That all, and every Juſtice of the Peace, 
ſhall from time to time, Iſſue their Warrants for Apprehending and Commit- 
tal of all Popish Arch-B shops, Bishops, Jeſuites, Friers, and other Popish Ec- 
cleſtaſtical perſons whatſoever, that shall remain, or continue in this Kingdom, 
contrary tv the Tenor and Meaning of the iaid Att; and for Suppreſſing all 
Monalſteries, Friertes, Nunneries, or other Popish Fraternities, or Societies ; 


As by the ſaid Ac may moze at large appear. 

We the Lozds Juſtices and Council have thought fit by this Our 
zoclamation, to Publiſh and make known, the ſad Statute, and the 

id ſeveral Clauſes therein, to the cnd that all Perſons may con- 

fozm themſelves the:cunto, and in their ſcveral Stations be Atding and 

Alliſting in the duc Erecution of the ſame. And Te do hercby declare that 
We will take care that Shipping, and other conventencies ſhall be prez

And We do hereby Dtrrictly Cyarge and Command all Payo:s, Shc- 
riffs, Juſtices of the Pcace, and other Þ\ſs MPajeſties Officers and $1in1- 
ſters, That they take eſpecial care in their reſpective Places and ©ta- 
tions, to obſerve the ſaid Act, and put the ſame into due Erccution : 
And We do hereby Prohibit and Fo2bid all His w 3 Dubjecs, to 
Harbour, Relieve, Conceal, o2 Entertain any ſuch Popilþ Arch-Bilhop, 
2Biſhop, Uicar-General, Dean, Jeſuite, Frier, oz any other Papiſt, erer- 
tiling any Eccleſiaſtical Puriſdiction, not Eſtablihed by the Laws of 
this Kingdom, 02 any Regular (< Clergy-Pan, required to depart 
out of this Kingdom by the ſaid An, contrary to the purpozt and 
meaning thereof; and in caſe chey do, We Hereby Declare, That they 
(hall be Pzoſecuted and iſhed as the ſaid A> directs; hereby Wil- 
ling and Requiring all Juſtices of Peace, at their next Muarter-Seſ- 
ſions, to give the ſaid late Dtatute in Charge, to the ſeveral Gzand-
